WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—(4)— 
Special sales taxes on a selected list 
of luxury articles may be the admin- 
istration’s way of boosting the gov- 
ernment’s incume to the level of its 
expenditures. 

This was revealed today almost 
simultaneously with the disclosure 
that progressive and conservative lead- 


Lers in the house are planning to seek 


an upward revision of the tax sched- 
ules next session whether President 
Hoover likes it or not. 

That the special study of the na- 
tion’s financial needs instituted by 
the president has turned definitely tv- 
ward the selective. sales tax idea was 
made known by the treasury. 

Whether it will be recommended to 
congress by the chief executive is still 
to be decided. However, in view of 
the deficit of $903,000,000 last fiscal 
year and the deficit of $617,575,720 
incurred since July 1, it has been de- 
termined that the national legislature 
will be fully informed as to the con- 
dition of the government's finances. 

Automobiles Included. 

As soon as the treasury officials 
announced the sales tax list studied 
included matches, radios, automobiles 
and certain articles classified as lux- 
uries, reaction came from congressicn- 
al quarters. 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, assist- 
ant republican leader, termed the pro- 
posal as “perfectly ridiculous” and 
said it was “not the right way to 
tax,” 

Senator Couzens, of Michigan, took 
issue with the treasury officials’ v 
that nothing could be gained by in- 
creasing the surtax, but he said he 
would ke@p an open mind on the sales 
tax plan. 

Representative Snell, of New York, 
asserted some method of increasing 
federal revenue was necessary if ex- 
penditures continued at the ‘present 
rate. He added it was against the 
republican party’s policy to operate 
the government on borrowed money. 

Both Representative Hawley, of 
Oregon, last session's chairman, and 
Representative Garner, of Texas, 
ranking democratic member, of the 
house ways and means committee, 
which formulates all revenue-raising 
legislation, have conducted quiet stud- 
ies of the nation’s — situation 
since early last spring.

Congressman Hale, 
New Hampshire, Dies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—(4)—Rep- 
resentative Fletcher Hale, republican 
of the first New Hampshire district. 
died tonight at 10:45 in the United 
States Naval hospital in Brooklyn a 
few hours after he returned from a 
European trip. 

Mr. Hale was taken ill two days 
after he sailed from London on the 
liner President Harding. His condi- 
tion was so serious, the steamship in- 
creased its speed from 8 knots to 21 
knots and arrived tonight 12 hours 
ahead of schedule. 

The cause of death was given as 
pneumonia and cerebral embolism. 

Representative Hale was 48 years 
old, having been born in Portland, 
Maine, January 22, 1883. He was 
graduated from Dartmouth College in 
1905 and was admitted to the bar 
three years later. 

Mr. Hale's death leaves 213 re- 
publicans in the house of representa- 
tives against 214 democrats.

With only one-sixth of the sum in 
hand which a group of business leaders 
has declared to be the lowest neces- 
sary to pay Atlanta’s bill of human 
relief. through 1932, the volunteer 
workers of the Community Chest- 
Emergency Relief campaign pledged 
themselves Thursday afternoon with 
a display of grim resolution to throw 
every resource into completion of their 
task. 

Reports of canvassers at Thursday's 
luncheon rally brought the total of 
contributions to $134,395. The cam- 
paign has set a goal of $805,000, of 
which $465,000 is for the Community 
ies and $340,00@°for emer- 
gency relief this fall and through 
1932. 

Of the contributions reported at 
yesterday's rally, $47,878 were an- 
nounced as obtained by the individual 
gifts division, made up c' small sums 
from men and women—jobholders and 
housewives upon whom has been borne 
the tragic necessity that exists in ev- 
ery quarter of the community, who 
have seen hunger and sickness, de- 
spair that comes of unemployment, 
desertions and the collapse of family 
circles, as result of extraordinary con- 
ditions of today. 

Leaders addressing the workers said 
that it was evident the relief fund 
this year will be made up of gifts 
from the rank and file of the citi- 
zens, the wage-earners and the salaried 
employe, to a greater extent than 
ever before. 

Hal Voorhis, general chairman of 
the campaign, told the workers that 
the total raised to date was greater 
than the amount subscribed for the 
same period last year. 

Chest workers were lauded at the 
luncheon by Dr. Luther R. Christie, 
pastor of Ponce de Leon Baptist 
church, who praised executives and 
employes of local concerns who have 
taken the field in the interest of the 
drive. 

“All sects and creeds, . Catholics, 
Jews and Protestants, have join 
hands to assure success of the move- 
ment,” he declared.

He did not 
speak specifically, but he did arouse 
greatly the curiosity of American of- 
ficials who had heard beforehand he 
might propose a treaty for American 
help to France in case of war. No

“They are animals with wild and 
dirty faces from which cunning eyes 
look through long greasy hair,” was 
Mr. Mowry’s picture of the gangs of 
street urchins who roam the streets 
of Moscow. 

“Russian people are not industrial- 
ists and they are confused by their 
conversion into machine operations. 
Yet, they may in time rid themselves 
of their peasant love of the land and 
learn to fit into the gigantic scheme.” 

Mr. Mowry believes the soviet will 
eventually abandon the communistic 
plan and find another, perhaps a

of a confused nation. He feels that 
Russia must grow more gradually into 
her idealistic program. 

“Living on black bread, potatoes 
and tea,” he said, “does not irk 
the people as does the lack of in- 
centive the communistic plan fosters 
in the individual. If a man is desig- 
nated as a carpenter—then a carpen- 
ter he is, all hope for higher attain- 
ments gone. 

“They have never known comforts 
and luxuries and they know nothing 
of that—but the ‘luxury’ of religion 
is sorely missed in a superstitious peo- 
ple.” 

Mr. Mowry described the defacing 
of the Church of the Redeemer in 
Moscow, which was stripped of its 
gold leaf facing on turret and dome 
in order that the soviet treasury might 
swell with added wealth. Thus, he 
said, was one of the finest churches 
in the world left barren of beauty. 

In Moscow at the same time George 
Bernard Shaw, famous English sa- 
vant, was there. Mr. Mowry said that 
the Shavian impression was that of 
Moscow only. “They are careful to 
show only the best side to people 
like Mr. Shaw.” he said. 

Over Agricultural Section. 

While in Russia Mr. Mowry travel- 
ed into the Ukraine, across the Ural 
mountains, where rich deposits of 
metal are hidden, and baek to Mé#- 
cow. His travels carried him through 
agricultural and industrial sections, 

Concerning the effect of commun- 
ism on morals, Mr. Mowry said that 
with the passing of a “home life” re- 
straint had gone and left the people 
slaves of passions and lusts which 
expressed themselves in temporarily 
convenient marriages.

But I believe that hnu- 
man nature is not yet ready for the 
unselfish attitude that must be the 
very life of communism,’ Mr. Mowry 
explained. 

Mr. Mowry is a graduate of Cor- 
nell University, class of 1911, and 
has engaged in engineering pursuits 
in all sections of the United States. 
He came to Atlanta more than a 
year ago and found it attractive, so 
much so that he intends to remain 


as long as possible, he said.

By Robert Quillen 


The love of money is the root of ail history. 

The wars with which Amerieans are most familiar were money wars. 

When we wish to prove that the ancients were barbarians, we call 
attention to the fact that their wars were nothing more than glorified 
raids resulting in rapine and pillage, but we do ourselves too much honor 
when we assume that the character of war has changed. 

Nice rules have made slaughter more sanitary, and the word “indem- 
nity’ has replaced the more honest “loot;” but still the butchery is 
| prompted by love of money, and those who promote it, though justified 
by custom and public opinion, differ only in name from the bandits who 
kill innocent men in the process of robbing a bank. 

| The revolution that made us a nation was fostered by men whose 
‘love of liberty was mere resentment of taxes. The tyranny that enraged 
them was an effort to get at their money bags. 

Our war with Mexico, begun without formal notice, was a war for 
'territory—-a successful effort to acquire real estate by the simple process 
of killing the owner. 

Our one civil war was a war for property. The south took up arms 
in open revolt to save a vast accumulation of wealth threatened by the 
north. And England was often on the point of entering that struggle, 
without other motive than her need of cotton and a partisan desire to 
aid a good customer and hurt a competitor. 

The last great war, though waged to make the world safe for democ- 
‘racy and assure the self-determination of little peoples, was made in- 
evitable by greed for sea-borne trade and hunger for markets. And 
America’s participation, long justified by murder on the high seas, was 
at last assured by the fear of bankers for the safety of billions loaned to 
. belligerents. 

Why not be honest about it? Nothing is gained by coining fine 
phrases to hide ugly facts. Whatever the motives of fighting men may 


be, and however well-intentioned the press and pulpit that supports them, | 


_the leaders who pave the way for war and at last make it inevitable are 
}animated by nothing more noble than the love of money. 

How, then, can the world end war? How can any hurtful thing be 
overcome without removing the cause? 

To say that mén can’t be cured of greed is to confess ignorance of 
current history. Thirty million young Russians scorn the man who 


' strives for personal gain. 


It is a matter of education. Teach youth that money-getting is the 
chief end of man and wars will continue. Teach them that unselfish 
service and honorable achievement are man’s highest glory and they will 


feel no more desire to make war than they now feel to loot banks,

In England some good physicians 
‘have found that snuffing a pinch of 
powdered soap, plain toilet soap, just 
as a snuff user would take snuff, is 
a good practice to clear the nasal 
passages each morning. In some 
schools all children with adenoids or 
enlarged tonsils are regularly put 
through a morning nose clearing exer- 
cise, with the aid of a snuff of soap 
powder. 

Numerous readers of this column 
assure me that they have obtained 
great benefit from snuffing once or 
twice daily a small pinch of boric acid 
powder, particularly in cases of 
chronic rhinitis and perhaps in some 
eases of chronic sinusitis, where there 
is constantly more or less occlusion of 
the nasal passages by boggy swelling 
and thick secretions. I do not be- 
lieve this snuffing of boric acid is 
harmful. 

Some people snuff salt water into 
the nose. This is objectionable. In 
some cases it may be helpful to irri- 
gate the nasal passages with lIuke 
warm weak salt water (round tea- 
spoonful to the pint), letting the solu- 
tion run in one nostril from a blunt 
nozzle and syringe or reservoir hung 
not more than a foot above the head, 
and out through the opposite nostril), 
which is done without entering the 
throat when the patient learns to hold 
the throat in the position for pro- 
nouncing k. This irrigation is often 
of great value in the treatment of 
serious nasal and throat infections in 
infants. 

Many persons who use a spray for 
the nose labor under the notion that 
the nasal passages run upwards. 
When the head is held erect the nasal 
passages run straight backwards, The 
nozzle or tip of the atomizer should 
therefore be directed straight back- 
ward or horizontally as you sit or 
stand erect. If directed upwards the 
spray strikes the sensitive roof and 
irritates too much. Except for special 
medication under medical direction. 
nasal sprays are of little value. I 
believe the soap method is preferable 


for clearing the nose.

“The Methodists of America report 
to the world that, for 150 years, they 
have encouraged every method that 
would tend to lessen the evils of in- 
temperance and curb the traffic in 
alcoholic liquors.” 

After reciting various efforts that 
were tried, the report continnes: 

“National prohibition became a 
necessity, because the evil itself was 
national and growing. The fight for 
prohibition is not a battle, but a war. 

“It is the bonunden duty of the 
government to exact respect for all 
law. If a measure passed by a two- 
thirds vote of congress and ratified 
by 46 out of a. possible 48 legisla- 
tures could be nullified or thwarted 
by obstructive processes, the prestige 
of the government would be seriously 
impaired. 

Sends Out “Clarion Appeal.” 


“This world-wide conference of 
Methodism sends out a clarion appeal | 
to the press and pulpits of Meth-! 
odism everywhere for the education 
of the people on_the evils of intem- 


fc: the training of all our members 
in the fundamental principles deal- 
ing with this evil, and in efficient 
methods for overcoming the curse of 
alcoholism and the legalized liquor 
traffic.

“The obstructive agitation to estab- 
lish a reign of nullification and law- 
lessness on the part of certain sub-' 
sidized newspapers is a definite attack 
upon the liberties and the rights of 
the dry majority of the citizens of 
this country.

It is the privilege 
of the Christian church today, which 
is the world’s most powerful inter- 
racial movement, to make this ideal 
a reality in a world eonfused and 
afraid, beeause. of the new and — 
capable intimaci¢s which have been 
forced upon the families of mankind. 

Mrs. Newell . 

Mrs. W. A. Newell, of Greensboro, 
N. C., superintendent of Social Rela- 
tions, Woman's Missionar Conncil, 
M. E. church, south, spoke to the 
subject, “What Can the Church Do 
to Promote Justice in the Industrial 
World?” She said, “Since the church 
is not a producer or distributor of 
goods, it can exercise no eontrol oth- 
er than spiritual, It is the duty of 
the church to develop a sense of fair- 
ness, which will be a full expression 
of the Christian ethic in production, 
distribution and consumption. 

“It is no use for us to use bolshevism 
as a seare-crow. It is a fact—the 
most dangerous of all facts. You can- 
not reckon with a thing that is with- 
out reason, The world waits for a 
voice of authority, and that voice is 
Christ's. Christians must be fair to 
everybody. “We have come just so far 
as we have come on the way to in- 
dustriab peace and industrial well-be- 
ing with Him. If we turn back we 
do so without Him.” 

Dr. W. P. King, of Nashville, for- 
merly of Atlanta, now book editor, 
discussed the question, “Is All Profit 
Motivation Christian?’ He said, “Ree- 
ognition is made of the rights of pri- 
vate property and profits. Emphasis 
must be given to the social as against 
the individualistic ideal. Vast and 
glaring inequalities of wealth and op- 
portunity are to be removed, if we 
are to shun revalution. Two meth- 
ods are to be used in the regulation 
and use of profits. 

“First is the method of moral anil 
spiritual suasion, bringing to the in- 
(lividnal the gospel ideals of Jesus. 
In the second place social and gov- 
ernmental control are to be brought 
into exercise. Modification of the 
present capitalistic system appears to 
be both desirable and inevitable. It 
must do some drastic house cleaninz, 
if it is to survive.” 

Dr. Ivan Lee Holt. of &t. Louis.

High Court Upholds 


Underwood Decisions 
| The first cases passed upon by 

Judge E. Marvin Underwood, new 
federal district judge, to be reviewed 
by the fifth circuit court of appeals 
have been passed on by the higher 
court and his verdicts affirmed, it 
was learned Thursday.

cotton have been planted by soviet 
Russia thus far in 1931 as against 
8.750,000 acres last year.

In 1931 the cotton necre- 
age in the Ukraine was about 360,- 
O00 while the northern Caucasus had 
more than SOO.000 acres.

le today, and announced his personal 
eavyweight boxing ratings in an ex- 
elusive interview with the United 
Press. 

In rating the fighters, Johnston di- 
vided the contenders into two classes, 
the established or veteran perform- 
ers, and the “juniors,” or youngsters, 
who have gained prominence during 
the last year, but who are still un- 
tried against top-notch competition. 

Sharkey, as American heavyweight 
champion, was given top ranking 
among the veterans, with Mickey 
Walker, retired undefeated middle- 
'weight champion, second. 

STILL THE BEST. 

“Sharkey’s impressive showing 
against Primo Carnera proved that 
he still is the best of American heavy- 
weights,” said Johnston. “He is my 
first choice to meeting Schmeling in 
the annual milk fund show next sum- 
mer, and must be placed at the head 
of the list. Walker, although only 
a middlewejght, held Sharkey to a 
draw in June and 
ond spot, 

“With the Schmeling-Sharkey bout 

lanned as the milk fund feature in 
June, Walker will be given a chance 
against Schmeling at Miami in Feb- 
ruary, if the match can be made. We 
understand that Schmeling is willing 
to take the bout, and it would be a 
natural for our winter show in Flor- 
ida. The Schmeling-Sharkey contest 
is too big to he staged in Florida, It 
will be a million-dollar attraction in 
New York next summer.” 

Johnston, who promoted Primo Car- 
nera’s two major New York bouts, 
thought well enough of the Italian 
to rate him third among the estab- 
lished heavyweights, ahead of Tommy 
Loughran and Ernie Schaaf, who fol- 
low in that order.
